FOR VETERANS IN BONUS 
CAMDEN, N. J., April 20.—(4)— 
The soldiers’ bonus bills have no 
chance of success as a plan to relieve 
distress among unemployed veterans, 
said Dr. E. S. Mead, professor of 
finance of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, in an address at the dinner 
of the electrical league of South Jer- 
sey. Dr. Mead said that “too many 
veterans are employed to make this 


“The plan, to receive the support of 
public opinion, in view of the dis- 
tressed condition of the public finances, 
must be connected with the national 
interest,” he said. 

“Tt is, therefore, urged as a means 
of increasing the circulation of money, 
raising prices, and so restoring pros- 
perity.” 

This result, Dr. Mead said, would 
not be accomplished. 

“The money paid out to the vet- 
erans,” he said, “would mainly be 
used to pay debts, or purchase the 

‘cessities of life. Some of it would be 
saved. But all of it, in the present de- 
pressed condition of business, would 
quickly return to the banks. It would 
not remain in circulation because it 
is not needed in circulation.

Roosevelt Warns Against U.S.Cuts 
ae Expense of Public’s Welfare’ 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 20.— 

—The hope that the costs-of gov- 
ernment will not be cut at the ex- 
poate of public welfare was expressed 
ere today by Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, candidate for the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 
The New York governor stopped 
here on his way east from St. Paul, 
Minn., to address the annual conven- 
tion of the International Society for 
Crippled Children. Mr. Roosevelt is 
an honorar? member. 

“In ‘the mad scramble for economy,” 
the governor said, “there is danger 
that the community may be brought 
to suffer, not only now, but also in 
the future.” 

He said that while present economic 
conditions call for curtailment of ad- 
ministrative functions, it would be 
economically unwise to slash budget 
items relating to public work. 

“This applies especially,” he said, 
“to the care and treatment of the 
crippled children. 

“I don’t suppose anyone is opposed 
to economy, and I have come to real- 
ize in the last few years we have 
spent rather too liberally for govern- 
ment, flot only for the nation and 
state, but for the localities as well.” 

Mr. Roosevelt waved aside questions 
regarding former Governor Alfred. B. 
Smith’s challenge to his presidential 
candidacy. He also declined to discuss 
the proposal for cash payment of the 
soldiers’ bonus, or the proposed $15.- 


turned home tonight a happy cam- 
paigner from his-first trip outside the 
state in his battle for the democratic 
presidential nomination.

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TAXPAYERS’ STRIKE 
IS ENDED IN CHICAGO 


1928, 1929 and 1930 As- 
sessments Held Valid by 
Court. 


CHICAGO, April 20.—(P)—A 
strike of taxpayers in Chicago was 
ended today by a ruling of the state 
supreme court. Collection of back 
taxes and the restoration of Chicago's 
financial credit were made possible 
by a court decision which held valid 
the assessment rolls of 1928 and 1929 
as well as of 1930 by reversing a deci- 
sion of Judge Edmund M. Jarecki. 

He had held previously that the 
levies were illegal because they did 
not tax personal property enough. 
The high court decision meant the 
county could proceed with the collec- 
tion of overdue taxes—more than 
$100,000.000 still unpaid, more than 
$72,000,000 tied up by court action 
and, in addition te 19380 taxes, only 
partly paid. 

The immediate result was the great- 
est display of optimism in the city 
and county buildings that had been 
seen in several years. The real es- 
tate associations, which had fought 
to have the rolls invalidated, threat- 
ened to carry the case to the United 
States supreme court.
